He trusted that the 
efforts of the Government, perfectly laudable 
within certain limits, to encourage the study 
of Irish would not lead to the virtual disap- 
pearance of other modern languages from the 
curricula of the secondary schools.

The 
managers of secondary schools were grateful 
to the Governmént for ‘what’ had already been 
done to mest théir finantial necessities, but 
the fact was that certain schools which, on ac- 
count of specially good work used to earn high 
Int.rmediate and Science Grants, would not 
be so well off under the new scale, and they 
wished ‘thé Government to apply a remedy. 

ey suggested that the capite‘ion grants for 
recognised pupils should be slightly increased, 
and that, in the national interest, pupils and 
teachers in ‘their preparatory departments 
shoul] not, as heretofore, be entirely ignored. 

In the interests of education, seconda 
teachers should be placed on the retired list 
at 65 years of age, and some even earlier ; 
but, until, pensions were provided, compul- 
sory retirement—keeping in mind the fact 
the -salaries in the past were entirely in- 
adequate—would be harsh, and, indeed, cruel. 
Until pensions were provided for secondary 
teachers, the Irish Free State would be out of 
step with neighbouring countries, and the 
teachers, to the detriment of education 
would labour under a sense of grievance. 
They recommended as a temporary ex- 
FSS that teachers, on retirement with 
rovernment sanction, should be granted pen- 
sions equal in value to their salary-increments 
at the date of their retirement, a fair équiva- 
lent. being, of course, paid to community 
schools, as in the case of salary-incremente. 

His last point was that there should be an 
advisory council of secondary education, in- 
cluding, amongst others, . representative 
managers and teachers, at which, without 
any suspicion of disrespe¢t towards the 
Ministry, all matters connected with 'secon- 
dary education might be discussed, and from 
which advisory resolutions might from time 
to time be forwarded. to the Minister for 
Education.

in matters of finance—new arrangements 
had been introduced by the Ministry of 
Education.

LAST NIGHT’S PROGRAMME.

ENTERTAINERS’ CASE. 


VARIETY OF GRIEVANCES. 


‘The entertainment aspect of broodcasting 
was considered when Lord Crawford's Com- 
mittee of Inquiry into the scope and future 
of the broadcasting industry met last night. 

Mr. Walter Payne, President of the 
Society of West End Theatre Managers, 
Chairman of the Entertainment Production 
Association, and of the Entertainment Or- 
ganisations’ Joint Broadcastinzs Committee. 
presented a memorandum on their behalf, in 
which he stated that the capital invested in 
land, buildings, theatre furnishing and equip- 
ment, and in touring companies, represented 
on the Joint Committee, was estimated at 
upwards of ten millions sterling. He estim- 
ated that the annual expenditure upon the 
provision of entertainment in respect of the 
variety theatres in the. United Kingdom 
amounted to £7,485,000. Similar expendi- 
ture for all dramatic theatres in London and 
the provinces was estimated at £4,500,000, 
makin: a total expenditure of approximately 
$12,000,000. 


The running of entertainments was a very 
speculative business, the margin between 
revenue and expenditure was a very narrow 
one, and the depletion. of theatre audiences 
to a small extent by competitive broadcasting 
programmes,. which naturally tended to keep 
people at honie, might either wipe out profit 
or produce a lass.. Most. popular attractions 
in the legitimate theatre were, generally 
speaking, to be found in the West End of 
London, and the main objection to unlimited 
broadcasting of such entertainments was that 


among themselves and vis-a-vis, the Euro- 
peans. It displays a liberal spirit towards 
that unfortunate class on the border-line, 
whose attempts to rise in the-social seale have 
hitherto been successful only by accident and 
IR individual cases. Most important of all, 
General Hertzog has recognised very clearly 
that the solution of the native problem ‘‘ can- 
not be a party solution, but must be the 
work of the people, the result of consultation 
of all parties.”’ 

To make that statement at the outset, to 
proceed from a general programme to par- 
ticular propositions, and to invite public dis- 
cussion at every stage is the method of a 
statesman in dealing with so gigantic a pro- 
blem. The new native policy is not likely in 
the circumstances to suffer from lack of con- 
sideration. Unfortunately for its prospects, 
every present indication goes to suggest that 
General Hertzog has been far more successful 
in appealing for the serious attention of the 
public at large than in converting his own 
Cabinet beforehand. The Cape Province, 
with its distinct and traditional native policy, 
will almost certainly resent the projected 
change, and the native territores there, 
though thev are the pattern of the Hertzoy 
scheme, are already showing signs of uneas!- 
ness. The danger of the present proposals is 
that they may end—if they ever reach that 
stage at all—in the setting apart of native 
territories that are altogether inadequate to 
their: professed intention. In that case, the 
last state of the native would definitely be 
worse than the first.

SIR THOMAS CALLAN MACARDLE., 


We regret to announce that Sir Thomas 
Callan Macardle, -K.B.E., D.L,, of Dundalk, 
died yesterday evening at a private nursing 
home in Dublin, after a short illness, at the 
age is 69 years.

Our grea 
horse-breeding ae depends on the main- 
tenance of game s ; such as hares and 
foxes, to as great an extent as our chief winter 
coursing. With a proner scheme of game 
preservation, Ireland will be in a position to 
offer unrivalled attractions to visitors, as no 
winter sports will appeal so much to sports- 
men as our Irish field sports.

MUSIC TRADE'S VIEW. 


Mr. A. V. Broadhurst, in a memorandum 
on behalf of the Music Publishers’ Associa- 
tion, said that; it was the firm opinion of 
owners of musical copyright that broadcast- 
ing had a deleterious effect upon the sale of 
music, and, consequently, upon the earnings 
of composers and authors. Broadcasting was 
by far the cheapest form of musical enter- 
tainment, and he submitted that the fee of 
10s. per annum was unnecessarily small and 
was iar too little when one considered what 
was provided. ‘he annual fee of 10s. might 
conceivably be retained as a minimum, but 
from this there should be a _ graded fee, 

rhaps, according to the rental value of the 
ouse in which the receivirig instrument was. 
He also suggested that hotels, restaurants 
and other similar places should be granted a 
special licence, and that this should be not 
less than £10 per annum. 

Owners. of. musical copyright, he added, 
submitted that the present legislation did not 
give them, full protection in conpection with 
the broadcasting of their copyright property.

ower to make laws respecting immigration, 
But was not a valid exercise cf any other 
power to make laws conferred on Parliament 
by the Constitution. 

A> the applicants were petsons, to whom 
the operation of the section construed as the 
valid exercise of immigration power did not 
extend, it followed that no lawful cause had 
been shown for the detention of either. of 
these men. 

Mr.Justice Isaacs held that the power in 
Section 51 of the Immigration Act did not 
extend to any person whose immigration to 
Australia had occurred before 1901, but that 
it did extend to every person entering after 
that year. Deportation was within the com- 
vetency of Parliament. It was necessary, 
owever, before any person affected could be 
lawfully required to show cause or to suffer 
deportation, that he should be informed 
reasonably and definitely of the particular 
acts for which the. Minister proposed to 
deport him. This had not been done. By 
reason of the non-application of the statute 
to him’ Walsh was entitled to his liberty. 
Owing to a failure to notify Johannsen of the 
acts complained oí, he was also entitled to 
his liberty. 


“A FUNDAMENTAL MISTAKE,” 

Mr. Justice Higgins held that Section 8 
was not in any sense an Act respecting im- 
migration, but an Act respecting 7 
of persons resident in Australia. o make 
a law for the deportation of immigrants, he 
ontended, was not to make a law respecting 

migration. It was a fundamental mistake 
to treat the power to make laws regarding 
immigration as if it were a power to make 
laws regarding immigrants. Even assuming 
this. was a lew respecting immigration, the 
section was invalid in so far as it applied 
to Walsh. who had come as an immigrant 
to Australia in 1895, The Federal Parliament 
was powerless to legislate for Australia prior 
lo the enactment of the Federal Coustitution. 
_ Mr. Justice Rich was to a large extent in 
agreement with the view of Justice Isaacs, 
Mr. Justice Starke held that Section 8 
was valid, because Parliament prescribed no 
controlling rule in regard to any. subjects of 
legislation within its powers.—(Reuter.)

| POLITICAL NOTES. 


A MOMENTOUS SESSION.

From Ovr Porstrcat. CORRESPONDENT. 

Perhaps the shortest, and yet the most 
momentous session in the history of the 
present Dail, closed on Thursday evening, 
when Deputies, weary of the ‘ blizzard of 
words,” which accompanied the considera- 
tion of the London Boundary Agreement 
Bill, adjourned until January 19th next. 

The Session began on November 3rd, and 
lasted just over six weeks. Unlike many 
previous sessions, it was not marked by the 
vassing of a great volume of legislation; in- 
ea only one measure passed by the House, 
and subsequently considered by the Senate, 
is now la, —The Treaty (Confirmation of 
Amending . greement) Bill, Several other 
bills were, + course, debated and passed by 
the Dail, but only two of them—the Local 
Elections Postponement Bill, and the Expir- 
ing Laws Bill—have been passed by the 
Senate, and these will not become law until 
the expiration of seven days from the date 
of the final reading, when they will receive 
the Royal Assent. A few other bills sent 
to the Senate from the Dail have been '' car- 
ried over ” in various stages of progress for 
debate next session. 

Although the output of legislation was 
small, there was no lack of interest in the 
debates. Gearcely a day passed that was not 
marked by “incidents,” and the abundance 
of speeches will, no doubt, fil] a very large 
volume of the Free State ‘‘ Hansard.”’ 

When the House resumed after a three 
months’ rest the question of the Shannon 
scheme was brought before the Dai] by the 
Labour ‘Party leader, who moved “a fair 
wage’’ resolution. After a debate lasting 
over three hours the House adjourned for a 
week. On its reassembly and during the 
ensuing five weeks the agenda was packed 
with controversial items, all of which resulted 
in long debates. 

For several days a wordy warfare was 
waged on President Cosgrave’s motion to 
approve of the policy of the Ministry for 

ucation. Members demanded light and 
yet more light on the erring ways of the 
department. The Civil Service Rogniation 
(Amendment) Bill, which deputies from all 
benches declared would make an unjust dis- 
crimination between men and women candi- 
dates for ciwil service jobs, escaped rejection 
by a narrow majority of five, only to meet 
with defeat by twenty votes to nine when it 
reached a second reading in the Senate. 

A pleasing feature of the recent debates was 
the deep interest taken by the public in the 
Dail proceedings. One gentleman, himself not 
a citizen of the Free State, though well known 
in its public life, sat in the Strangers’ Gallery 
throughout the entire debate on the Boundary 
Agreement Bill. Deputies were daily. besieged 
by their constituents to get them seats in the 


packed.

POSITION OF THOSE OUTSIDE

“Owing to the close business relations 
between the Free State, Great Britain and 
‘Northern Ireland and to the existence of the 
border, conventions would be necessary to 
provide for Free State nationals employed 
outside the Free State. ‘The more closely the 
schemes of insurance approximated in the 
three countries, the easier would be the 
drawing up of these conventions.”’ 

Thus remarked Mr. J. C. Foley, F.A.A., 
as President of the Association of Chambers 
of Commerce of the Irish Free State, giving 
evidence at a further sitting yesterday of 
the Departmental Committee on Workmen’s 
Compensation at the offices of the Ministry 
of industry and Commerce, Lord Edward 
street, Dublin. 

Mr. Foley said that an increase of the 
maximum for non-manual workers to £350 
would, they believed, bring in all those who 
had been excluded from the benefits of the 
1906 Act by reason of the increase in money 
wages, and any extension to include casual 
workers would prove very difficult in opera- 


tion. 

EMPLOYERS’ POSITION. 

The phrase, ‘arising out of and in the 
course of employment,” should remain un- 
altered. The employer should snot be liable 
for accidents arising out of culpable neglii- 
gence on the part of the employé, but in 
the case of death or serious permanent dis- 
ablement provision should be made similar 
to that embodied in the British Act of 1923. 

In granting a weekly benefit of 50 per 
cent. of the wages the employer might be 
regarded as having done his share. Any 
extension of the workmen's benefit to 66%, 
as advocated by the Trades Congress, should 
be provided by the employé’s trade union, if 
necessary, by insurance in the same manner 
as the employer. 

_At present there was no machinery for pro- 
viding medical aid in Ireland, and its provi- 
sion might add a considerable burden to 
industry. To avoid administrative costs, 
medical aid should be provided by some ex- 
tension of the Health Insurance Acts, and 
before coming to any conclusions on this 
subject employers would like to have before 
them the report of the Free State Committee 
on National Health Insurance and Medical 
Services. 

The Committee adjourned until. January 
4th, 1926, at 3 o'clock.

I understand that, in view of the inter- 
national protests against the beneing : of 
Christmas trees and decorations in uth 
Tyrol by the Italians, the order has been 
repealed by the Fascist authorities.

REFUSED. 


PRINCESS CHARGED AS 


SOVIET AGENT. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERV 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Friday. 
What is believed to be a sensational chapter 
in the history of Communist propaganda has 
been brought to a climax with the formal 
refusal of the American Consul in Paris, Mr. 
Donald Bigelow, to visa the passport of the 
Princess Zizianoff, now a resident of a fashion- 


able hotel in the Avenue des Champs Elysées. 


Feted and acclaimed from one end of 
America to the other during her triumphant 
tour last winter, the Georgian Princess has 
been told that she is a menace to American 
political institutions, and is not to be trusted 
within the country’s borders. 

“The Consulate-General has learned from 


authentic sources,” yesterday declared Con- 


sul Bigelow, Director of the Paris Passport 
Bureau, ‘‘ that Princess Zizianoff was arrested 
during the war as an agent of the Central 
Powers in Petrograd, and deported to Siberia ; 
that she is at present an agent of the Soviet 
Government, and that during the past year 
she has been conducting sham anti-Bolshevik 
propaganda in the United States and Canada, 
with a view to establishing relations with 
influential societies and individuals.”’ 

The records state that the Princess entered 
the employ of the Central Powers as a spy, 
operating in pre-Bolshevik Russia. Follow- 
ing deportation from Russia little is known 
of the dramatic history of the Princess up to 
the point of her American tour, which opened 
last December in New York, and included 
lectures before scores of the most prominent 
patriotic societies in the United States. The 
evils of Bolshevism constituted the theme of 
the Princess Zizianoff’s lectures, and brought 
showers, of complimentary letters from her 
hearers. 

Six months was the duration of the 
Princess’s first American tour, after which 
she visited Canada for a two months’ tour; 
then returned to the United States for an- 
other three months’ visit on a temporary 
visit visa. 

When seen at her hotel last night, Princess 
Zizianoft declared that she had not yet re- 
ceived official notice of the action of the 
Passport Bureau. 

Questioned with regard to the charges of 
Communist sympathies, she denied them 
categorically. 

“In the event that the visa is refused,” 
declared the Princess, ‘‘ I am too much of a 
lady to make any further objections There 
is nothing more to be done about it.”

THE WEEK IN BELFAST. 


From Our SPeciaL CoRRESPONDENT. 

Truly it has been a great week. It is said 
that history repeats itself, but can the 
history of any nation show a parallel to the 
recent action of the “ A ” Specials? They 
are anxious that the public shall not suffer, 
and so are paying themselves for the petrol 
that they are using—as a prelude to relieving 
the public of a hard-earned three baois of 
a million! ‘They have instituted a me 
of temperance, but otherwise are having the 
time of their lives. A peculiar feature of the 
whole proceedings is that the Belfast Press, 
almost without exception, have taken no 
editorial notice of it. The public attitude 
seems to he either one of condemnation of 
the “ Specials’ or of amused impartiality. 
I am assured that the Government 
intends to stand fast under all circum- 
stances. This, if true, is excellent news, but 
some explanation is surely needed of the 
lackadaisical attitude which has been adopted 
towards the whole outbreak. 

In the meanwhile we have been deep in 
motors and roads. Ulster, like most parts of 
Great Britain, is covered by a veritable net- 
work of motor "bus traffic. In addition, 
there has always been a very considerah'e 
amount of heavy goods collected and dis 
tributed by road. The result is, naturally. 
that the surface is giving in—in many cases 
faster than it can be repaired. To pay for 
this the tax on heavy vehicles has been in- 
erased, and in consequence all the motor 
trade is complaining loud and long. 
have even adopted heavy satire-—surely ap 
Ulsterman’s last weapon. One prominent 
motor trader suggests that in the interests 
of the roads all motor traffic should be 
abolished! All kinds of allegations are being 
made that the attitude of certain members of 
Parliament has been determined by the num. 
ber of railway shares that they hold. Two 
speakers in Parliament seemed to be repre- 
senting the views of their constituents. 
Senator J. C. Glendinning—a Derry man— 
held that the most equitable tax was a tax 
on petrol; but Mr. Pollock intimated that 
the Government have no power to impose 
one Mr. George Henderson. of County 
Antrim, suggested that vehicles used for 
purely agricultural purposes should be let 
off with half the usnal tax.. The Govern- 
ment was, however, in no mood to accept 


Some | 


Opposition amendments. Altogether, while 
one admits the fact that the Government aa 
done something to deal with a very pressing 
problem, one is not convinced that the co'.rse 
adopted was the best. One possibility wou'a 
seem to be to bar solid tyres from the roads 
until special accommodation could be made 
for them, as the damage they do is out of 
all preportion. 

A suggestion has been made which will do 
away. with, or, at any rate, change vitally, 
one of the oldest features of Belfast—Smith- 
field Market. While it has changed greatiyv 
of recent years—within living memory it was 
hardly safe to go through it after nightfall— 
it still retains something of its ancient 
character, and bargains are still to be picked 
up. The suggestion is that the site should 
be sold to the Post Office authorities, who 
are looking for some such place in order to 
instal automatic teleplfones. It is presumed, 
of course, that, were such a sale made, the 
present occupiers would be able to retain 
their present stalls on the ground floor. 

Few people who discussed the narrowly 
avoided coal strike last August thought that 
it would have any immediate application in 
this country, and it came, therefore, as a 
general surprise to find that the mine at 
Coalisland .is to benefit to the extent of 
£8,000. It would, one presumes, be hardly 
human to expect the directors to refuse it; 
but conditions are very different over here, 
and one understands that a subvention is at 
the moment quite unnecessary.

Prize Day at 
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A PRECEDENT FOR 
IRELAND. 


iI'HOW GERMANY WAS UNITED. 


The rtudy of precedents is a most helpful 
factor in the igkahion of political problems. 
Learning from the mistakes of his predeces- 
sors and benefiting by the knowledge of how 
they achieved their successes, the statesma 
of to-day is enabled to attack his own difficul- 
ties with increased prospects of bringing them 
to a happy conclusion. Fortunately, there is 
a Strtking analogy between the divided Ire- 
land of to-day and the Germany of a century 
ago, the consideration of which may lead us 
to a settlement of partition, the most vexed 
question of our political existence. 

‘One hundred years ago the German Em- 
pire was composed of a vast cluster of petty 
Statelets, each of which maintained a 
separate national existence and eGonomic in- 
dependence. Many of these Statelets were 
not larger than a good-sized Irish estate, and 
consequently their frontiers lay close to- 
gether. Customs barriers were erected every- 
where, and the smallest parcel of goods could 
not be despatched, even a short distance, 
without being subjected to numerous ex- 
aminations and to the imposition of heavy 
dues. 

TAKING THE INITIATIVE. ° 

Every State had a distinct coinage and 
monetary system, which rendered the cal 
culation of the dues an arithmetical problem 
of considerable difficulty. Trade and com- 
merce were retarded, and the exchenge of 
many commodities became well-nigh impos- 
sible, and certainly uneconomic, for the ac- 
cumulated duties often exceeded the selling 
price of the article at its destination. 

To abolish this commercial chaos was the 
task undertaken by Prussia, the largest and 
most powerful of the German States. A law 
promulgated in 1818 abolished all the old 
commercial restrictioys in that State, and ab. 
solute free trade was permitted. This step 
would have been futile as a settlement of 
Germany's economic anarchy without the co- 
operation of the other States, a co-operation 
wi'ch was only obtained after incessant nego- 
tiation. 

THE ZOLLVEREIN. 

Ultimately, however, success attended the 
efforts of Prussia, and the Zol/verein was 
established. This 
German word means, embraced almost all the 
German States by the year 1826, and included 
a population of some twenty-seven millions. 
The economic unification of Germany was 
achieved, and the component. States of the 
Zollverein worked in harmony. 

The effect of the agreement was: that, in- 
stead of the multiplicity of duties in as many 
comages formerly imposed on articles cross- 
ing the frontiers, a single charge was made 
at the boundary of the Zollverein, the pay- 
ment of which entitled the goods to be sent 
to any part of Germany without let or 
hindrance. 

All the dues collected were sent to a central 
Treasury and divided periodically between 
the different Governments. The basis of 
division was formed by the amount. of the 
population of each territory, in proportion to 
its revenue, with various adjustments to effect 
local circumstances. 

FEDERAL UNION. 

German industry and commerce began to 
prosper after the establishment of the 
Zoliverein, as can be gauged by the fact that 
in ten years the amount of dues collected was 
trebled. In one year, 1843, the duties paid 
into the common Treasury amounted to over 
twenty-three million thalers, or ¢hree-and-a- 
half million pounds sterling. 

The political unification of the . German 
States can be traced ultimately to the 
Zollverein. The beneficial effects of 
economic ' co-operation paved the way 
for the greater union, which became 
the mighty Germany of 1870 and the 
world-chalienging Empire of 1914... Even 
to-day economic Germany ls emerg) 
triumhant from’ the mire. A determi 
industrious nation is insuppressible as this 
resurrection demonstrates. 

OUR OWN PROBLEM. 
The lesson for Ireland to-

currepcy, and conditions are very much alike: 
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Customs-union, as the 
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Ireland would mean the abolition of the 
Customs machinery on both 
border, and the economies effected by this 
step would more than offset any monetary 
lors to either Government which would 
necessarily tollow the essential inaccuracy oi 
any basis of division of the duties. i 

At any rate the attempt can be made to 
reach a solution cf the Customs question 
The inconvenience to travellers, the hindrance 
to trade, and the general dissatisfaction which 
follow the imposition of Customs scrutinies 
on the border are worth overcoming. Perhaps, 
as 1826 saw the economic union ot Germany, 
1926 will see the two parts of Ireland co- 
operating for their mutual welfare.

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COLLIERY. 
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PROGRESS OF WORK AT SEAHAM 
HARBOUR. 


A large amount of work has been carried 
out on ) Londonderry's new colhery at 
Seaham Harbour since Viscount Castlereagh 
cut the first sod two years ago, and the 
undertaking has now reached a very interest- 
ing stage. 

Lord Londonderry towards the end of last 
year announced that the colliery would cost 
nearly a million pounds, and that, even if all 
went well, he would not see any return for 
the expenditure for five years. If the sinking 
was the success which was anticipated the 
colliery, he hoped, would add nearly a million 
tons to the annual coal production of the 
country, and provide employment for some 
5,000 men or more for, probably, 100 years to 
come. 

There are two shafts, a downcast and an 
upeast, known as the Vane and Tempest 
shafts, and the boring at the Tempest shaft 
was completed in July last. A trial borehole 
proved that the water level was 81 feet from 
the surface, and that this level varied three 
feet with the tide. The boreholes at the 
Tempest shaft, numbering 34, have all been 
pa ee up with the freezing pipes, and 
freezing commenced on September 18. 

It is expected that the ground, as far as 
this shaft is concerned, will be completely 
frozen by the end of this year, so that sink- 
ing operations may be commenced at an early 
date. 
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NEW SCOTTISH JUDGES.

The cost of transport is, of course, an im- 
portant factor in the price, but lately it has 
been shown that, by carriaze, the cost has 
not been raised more than by 3 per cent. of 
the total, in respect of certain commodities. 
The price, however, mounts quickly, as the 
goods pass. The overcharzing retailer of 
one kind of goods pays the prices of the over- 
charger of another kind, fecling in his con- 
science hound to keep up his own, to enable 
him so to do. They are, anong themselves, 
in a vicious circle; but the 60 per cent., or 
more of the population—those who are 
neither merchants nor traders nor shop- 
owners—are hit hard by the others, and have 
no redress. ; 

It may be said there are “vested in- 
terests.’’ That is to say, a certain proportion 
of the population makes its livelihood by 
passing on goods from hand to hand, and 
taking for themselves a recoynised percentage 
in the passing, but in no sense performing 
anv beneficial work upon the goods; no 
cutting or polishing of diamonds, no milling 
of wheat, no threshing of corn. If com- 
modities were cheaper, the demand, the 
turnover, and the gross profits would rise 
rapidly; increased savings would permit of 
the employment of a greater number of 
helpers, who in turn would, at that stage, 
have been enabled, by cheapness of food, to 
accept more moderate wages, and the £l 
would rise rapidly from its present 12 shilling 
value.
